POWER AUTHORITY 
ASSALS HOOVER 
IN TREATY. ISSUE 


Roosevelt Is Advised To 

Avoid Further ‘Futile’ 
Correspondence With 
Administration on St. 
Lawrence Issue. 


"AFFRONT’ CHARGED 
IN’ BODY’S LETTER 
"Erroneous Assumption’ 
by President Scored; 
Bad Faith Is Laid to 
Federal Leaders. 


ALBANY, N. Y., July 20.—()— 
New York state's power authority, 
which was appointed by Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, indicated its 
belief tonight that New York's “state’s 
rights” had been affronted by a dis- 
play of bad faith by the federal ad- 
ministration in negotiating the St. 
Lawrence treaty. 

The power authority advised the 
governor, who is the democratic pres- 
idential candidate, to avoid as “futile” 
further correspondence with the na- 
tienal administration in the“St. Law- 
rence matter. 

In » lengthy communication to the 
executive, the power body declared 
that President Hoover's telegram 0 
July 10 to Mr. Roosevelt, in which 
he said St. Lawrence treaty negotia- 
tions had ben under way nearly three | 
years, “cannot be reconciled with the 
repeated declarations of the state de- 
partment.” 

The state department the authority 
paid, declared in the summer and fal 
of last vear that “no negotiations 
whatsoever were under way or had 
been undertaken.” 

Hoover's “Assumption.” 

The year-old power authority de- 
@lared-that Mr. Hoover's. telegram, in 
Which he refused to discuss treaty ne- 
otiations with Mr. Roosevelt, was 
Reed upon an “erroneous assumption 
that you were seeking, to interfere in 
the conduct of international negotia- 
tions.” a : 

The presiderit’s assertion that he 
would be glad “to consult with you 
and other governors” after ratifica- 
tion of the treaty, was, the power au- 
thority wrote to the governor, "a di- 
rect violation of the repeated pledges 
of the state department.” 

The authority advised Mr. Roose- 
Welt against a reply to the Hoover 
telegram and suggested that the forth- 
coming investigation of the treaty au- 
thorized by the United States senate 
“will provide an opportunity for the 
mtate to secure full and just consider- 
ation of its rights.” oe 

The waterways treaty was signed 
July 18. The New York governor on 
July 9 suggested to the president that 
the two executives attempt to iron 
out in conference the difficulties aris- 
ing from New York's protest against 
ita share of the St. Lawrence project 
expense. 

Hoover’s Reply. 

The president declined, saying: 

“While under our constitution in- 
ternational treaties fall within the 
gole jurisdiction of the federal gov- 
ernment, nevertheless representatives 
appointed by you and ‘leaders in oth- 
er states primarily c-ncerned have 
been consulted during the course of 
“he negotiations. ... 

“You will realize that neither you 
nor I have authority to enter upon 
agreements in respect to these domes: 
tic questions, but if the treaty is con- 
summated and ratified, I shall be 
glad to consult with you and other 
governors.” ;

Inspector Seizes Leader 
by Throat, Hurls Him 
Back Among Fellows To 
End Abortive ‘Drive.’

WASHINGTON, July 20.—(UP)— 
An elderly, white-mustached inspector 
grabbed the young leader of a small 
insurgent group of bonus marchers by 
the throat today and brought to an 
abrupt end a demonstration at the 
White House which had brought 
scores of heavily armed police hur- 
riedly to the scene. 

The clash between the veterans and 
the police was a brief one. Within 
five minutes from the time the ragged 
marchers had left their brick billets, 
blue-shirted police carrying side arms 
and tear gas bombs arrived at the 
White House. 

Radio patrol cars and police motor- 
cycles raced up and down Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. Streets for three and. 


'four blocks distant were blocked off. | 


A nearby park was cleared. 
The huge iron gates leading into 


the White House grounds were closéd 
immediately. Inside, in the executive 
offices President Hoover was already 
at work,” Secret service men hovered 
near. Police were scattered at every 
entrance to the grounds and along 
the street in front of the structure.

His next 
big venture was the development and 
marketing of Zonite, an. antiseptic 
preparation developed from the famous 
Dakin’s solution of the World War. 
This antiseptic was concocted by 
Henry D. Dakin and Dr. A. Carrell, 
but it took Mr. Willis, who observed 
its use during the war, to engage 
chemists and find a way of keeping it 
in solution so that it could be sol 
to the public in bottles. 

Mr. Willis sold his stock in Zonite 
to the Huttons, of New York, and then 
entered the real estate field. In 1926 
he began developing Avondale Estates, 
just east of Decatur, and. within a 
remarkably short time he created a 
beautiful little town of handsome resi- 


Capone Not Surly or Unruly, 
Says Released Pen Prisoner

From the gray stone walle and 
grilled iron cages of ‘the Atlanta fed- 
eral penitentiary, an authentic ac- 
count of prisoner : No, 40,886 came 
Wednesday. Al Capone is the name 
written opposite that number in. de- 
partment of justice records, the name 
which at one time was jotted along- 
side a single figure—Public Hnemy 
No. 1, of Chicago. 

It was Wednesday morning that Dr. 
H. W. Bradshaw, of Memphis, Tenn., 
and former Atlanta practitioner, walk- 
ed.through the heavy gates a free man 
fer the first time in 33 months. His 
service in the clinic at the prison 
threw him into contact with Capone, 
a contact which grew into a_ close 
friendship—that . strange, comradely 


¢+friehdship: which grows behind. the 


walls of prison. 

“Reports that Capone is surly and 
aloof from other prisonere are un- 
true,” said Dr, Bradshaw. “He is 
friendly to. all except junk peddlers 
and rats.” | 

“Junk” is the prison ‘term for dope 
and “rats” are dealers -in; vice and 
white slave victims. Capone was 
known to despise both before he top- 
pled from his throne of Chicago's un- 
derworld king. : . “SM 

According to Dr. Bradshaw, Capone 
is jovial and friendly with other in- 
mates. His daily routine keeps him 
busy in the prison shoe shop during 
most of the daylight hours, but in

Eden i that he was placed 
in stocks at Stonewall camp on June 
6 and beaten by Perkins and Carroll 
without justification, suffering ¢on- 
cussion of the brain and a three-inch 
scalp wound in addition to numerous 
bruises about the face and body. 

‘Guard. Carroll. Wednesday _ night. 
speaking for Perkins and himself, said 
that Eden-had not been beaten, but 
that he was confined in the stocks, 
“a recognized form of punishment in 
Fulton camps sanctioned by the state 
prison commission,” for a short time 
because of an infringement of ‘prison 
rules.- Carroll said that Eden had

Governor’s Record in Of- 
fice Scored at Americus. 
Russell’s Inactivity in 
"28 Campaign Attacked.

AMERICUS, Ga., July 20.—More 
pages were torn from the Russell of- 
fice-holding and party record book to- 
day by Congressman Charles R. Crisp 
to challenge the fitness of the 54-year- 
old governor for'a democratic seat in 
the United States senate.

State Authorities Resist 
Order To Give Up Of- 
fices. But Are Overrid- 
den by Determined Cen- 
tral Authorities. 


VON PAPEN TAKES 
ROLE OF DICTATOR 


Prussian Leaders Charge 
Move Is Unconstitution- 
al and Plan Immediate 
Appeal to Courts.

BERLIN, July 20.—(4)}—The fed- 
eral government set up a dictatorship 
today over the entire state of Prussia, 
declaring martial law in Berlin and 
the province of Brandenburg and 
sweeping out of office every member 
of the Prussian state cabinet. 

This drastic action precipitated the 
worst constitutional conflict since the 
founding of the reich in 1871. 

The Prussian authorities, declaring 
the dictatorship to be contrary to law, 
refused to yield to the demands of 
the federal government except by force 
and in many cases force was used. 

Berlin was under heavy guard to- 
night and machine guns were mount- 
ed in the court in front of the federal 
chancellory. Every precaution was be- 
ing taken to prevent disorders. 

Soldiers marched into and occupied 
the Prussian ministry of state in the 
Wilhelmatrasse. A’ squad of armed 
reichswehr arrested Albert. Grzesinski 
and Bernhard Weids, president and 
vice president of the Prussian police, 
and a few minutes later a reichswehr 
offieer and 12 steel-helmeted privates 
took into..custody Colonél Hugo Hei- 
mannsberg, Berlin chief of police, 

Von Papen Rules. 

Under an emergency decree issued 
by President Paul Von Hindenburg, 
Chancellor Franz Von Papen became 
federal commissioner administering 


the state of Prussia. He named Lord 
Mayor.Franz Bracht, of Essen, as 
deputy commissioner. One of Bracht’s 
first acts was to attempt to take over 
the state ministry. of interior, and he 
encountered plenty of trouble. 

That ministry has for yeats been 
under Dr. Karl Severing, sworn foe 
of the present federal regi and of 
its move to sweep away the state gov- 
ernment.

‘the “New Hampshire plan for re-em- 
‘ployment,” which was based on the 
_principle of flexibility. 
| ¢ conference found that “unem- 
ployment contipnes with imereaging 
problems, despite all efforts ta eurb 
the lessening of business activity and 
+ « . €o-operative national action to 
achieve job security by job-sharing 
Seems imperative.” 

“The New England joint conference 
on re-employment,” said a resolution 
adopted by the confgrence as a whole, 
oe marry requests the president of 
the ited States to consider the wis- 
dom of calling a- national cénference 
immediately, at which there ean be ef- 
fected an organization which will help 
make operative throughout the states 
a shorter and more flexible work day 
and week, by which new employment 
may be offered to some millions of 
people, approximating, it is hoped, an 
additional 10 per cent to the number 
of people now under employment, this 
plan to be put into effect without in- 
creasing operating costs of business, 
without necessarily increasing plant 
investments and without increasing in- 
ventories, by, for illustration, small 
contributions to be*deducted from pay 
rolls of wage earners still employed at 
least two-thirds of their normal] hours 
‘and by the necessary remaining con- 
tributions from salaried executives 
and owners of the business.” 

Individual resolutions approving the 
“New Hampshire plan” which in sub- 
stance was the basis for the confer- 
ence resolution were adopted by 


* groups representing governors of New 


ngland states, business and indus- 
ey agriculture and social agencies. 
The governors commended it to gov- 
ernors of other states. 

The resolution adopted by the la- 
bor group did not indorse the “New 
Hampshire plan” by name, but said 
that “even if so-called good times re- 
turn, there is no indication that there 
will be enough work to justify our 
eight-hour day standards.” 

“Labor does not ask,” said this res- 
olution, “to be paid for eight hours 
when it: works six; but it asks that 
the rate per hour be adequate so that 
the families of workers may be prop- 
erly provided for. ... Labor does not 
recede from its fundamental policy 
and sincere belief that permanent im- 
provement can come only from an 
increased reward to the worker for 
his share in produetion. ... The need 
for flexibility is recognized by labor 
and the abnse of flexibility is known 
quite well from experience,” 

The plan was developed by Harold 
M. Davis, of Nashua, N. H., a mem- 
ber of the New Hampshire unemploy- 
ment committee, and has received the 
approval of many leaders of indus- 
try. 

Davis said economic conditions re- 
quired that 3,000,000 persons be put 
to work and that proof be given the 
entire population that the nation’s 
industrial machine does not “ruthless- 
ly discard millions of workers,” 

The New Hampshire plan, he said. 
suggested doing this on a national 
scale and, to do it without “revroln- 
tionary changes, every 
business must work out its own meth- 
od within a flexible framework of 
sound economic and business prin- 
ciples.” 

The framework suggested by Da- 
vis would apply the principle of flex- 
ibility to: the number of persons em- 
ployed; arrangement of hours; meth- 
od of payment; method of starting, 
and future developments,

HOUSTON, Texas, July 20.—(4)— 
Federal Judge T. M. Kennierly today 
refused to enjoin the democratic party 
in this county to permit negroes -to 
vote in primaries, but at the same 
time upheld the contention that their 
exclusion was violative of their con- 
stitutional rights.

SHOE DYE, DON’T BOTHER ME. 


I noted in your column a question 
and answer about shoe dye poisoning 
(nitro benzol), and you stated that 
this cannot be absorbed through fhe 
skin, but has to be inhaled, Shortly 
afterward I came across the inclosed 
item by another physician, who states, 


volatilizes the dye and it is absorbed 
into the blood through the skin of 
the foot. All this interests me be- 
cause my brother suffered from shoe 
dye poisoning. Several years ago he 
had a pair of shoes dyed on his feet. 
Three or four- hours later he became 
sick and in less than 12 hours he had 
turned almost blue-black. 

This was diagnosed as poisoning 
from the shoe dye, nitro-benzol. One 
of our city’s most reputable doctors 
took care of the case, and it was our 
understanding that the poison had 
ben absorbed through the feet. 

A blood transfusion was necessary

Others\ were Charles E. Hearst, of 
Des Moines, vice president? Chester 
Gray, Washington representative, and 
Charles R. hite, of Ionia, N. Y. 
state president of the bureau. They 
were presented to Mr. Roosevelt by 
Henry Morgenthau Jr., state conser- 
vation commissioner. 

“Of course, our organization is 
non-partisan,” said O’Neal. “I’m an 
Alabaman and ai democrat; Mr.

The actual work of seeking support 
for the New York governor and the 
speaker from Texas will be left to 
state organizations, Those at national 
headquarters will seek to co-ordinate 
but not to direct this activity. 

There will be regional headquarters 
in each state, but only one general 
headquarters—in New York city. 

Two men, James A, Farley, nation- 
al chairman, and Louis Howe, the 
governors confidential aide, will be 
the commanders-in-chief of the demo- 
cratic army. 

‘The national -committee as such 
will have little if anything to do with 
running the ballot drive. 

Finance Group. 

The economics of the campaign will 
be handled entirely by a special fi- 
nance committee, instead of by the na- 
tional committee. 

From the start td the finish, a bud- 
get system will be used. 

An attempt will be made to keep 
the cost of the vote-garnering down 
to $1,000,000, A year ago it was esti- 
mated that $6,000,000 would be 
needed. 

Farley will direct the political bat- 
tle as chairman of the special cam- 
paign committee, and not as chairman 
of the national committee. ‘ 

There will be no definite appoint- 
ments to this campaign committee, ev- 
eryone working at the national head- 
quarters being a member. 

Behind Farley at all times will be 
a “floating” and loosely-knit advisory 
committee, ready to help settle impor- 
tant questions of strategy and party 
policy. 

This group will have no definite 
personnel, but will be made up of in- 
numerable democratic officials - and 
leaders from all sections. 

“Liaison Officers.” 

These “liaison officers” will. circu- 
late constantly thronghout the coun- 
try. 

Farley said the governor would con- 
fer with them, as “experts in their 
particular subjects recognized through- 
o:t the country.” 

Ten or a dozen of these men will 
be at national headquarters at all 
times, but the makeup of this group 
will change from week to week, as the 
democratic chieftains move to another 
sector of the battlefront. 

“We hope to have the ‘real people’ 
on this committee,” Howe said. 

The unusual campaign plan was an- 
nounced by Farley after he and Howe 
had returned from Albany, where the

public. I will answer his question, 
and I likewise expect him to answer 
questions I shall subsequently today 
ask him.

Russell’s Salary Not Cut. 

In balancing the Georgia budget the 
salary of the governor was not re- 
duced. He points with pride to the 
state income tax law. It may interest 
you to know that there is one pro- 
vision in it exempting the salary of 
the governor from paying the _ state 
income tax on it. Neither does he pay 
income tax to the federal govérnment. 
Can this be the reason why he points 


‘With suth pride to the Georgia income 


tax law? 

I do not condone but condemn the 
extravagance of the federal govern- 
ment; but so far as Georgians are 
concerned federal taxes are not the 
ones that are crushing them. During 
the year 1931 the federal government 
collected out of Georgia. less than 
$6,000,000, and paid into Georgia over 
$46,000,000 for pensions, hospitiliza- 
tion, army posts, road construction, 
river and harbor improvements, fed- 
eral courts, etc. Not a single home 
or farm in Georgia has been sold on 
account of federal taxes, while thous- 
ands of them unfortunately have been 
sold, on account of state taxes. 

If I am responsible for every tax 
levied by the federal government, un- 
der the same theory my opponent is 
responsible for all taxes levied by the 
Georgia legislature, including six cents 
tax on gasoline, three cents on cig- 
arets, and every other state tax. 

Fought Smoot-Hawley Act. 

Nothing, in my judgment, has con- 
tributed more to the economic undoing 
of the world than high tariffs, and 
the Nmoot-Hawley act is the chief 
offender. I vigorously fought its pass- 
age, predicted that retaliatory tariffs 
would be enacted by other nations of 
the world, and that.our foreign com- 
merce would he destroyed. This is 
exactly what has happened, and is one 
of the controlling reasons why the 
farmers are receiving practically noth- 
ing for their products. I believe, since 
we have the protective tariff system, 
the farmers are entitled to any tariff 
benefits just as much so as the manu- 
facturers. I was the author of the 
tariff on peanuts and oil, introduced a 
bill for, and advocated a tariff on the 
inmportation of oils from the Philippine 
Islands, but could not get favorable 
action on it. 


The governor has much to say about}. 


a tariff on jute, and gleefully says I 
never opened my mouth in support 
of one. As usual, the governor dis- 
plays his ignorance as to events hap- 
penny in congress. When hearings 
were being had on the Smoot-Hawley 
bill I arranged for a hearing on jute, 
and participated in it. When the hear- 
ings were ended the 15 republicans 
of the ways and means committee ex- 
cluded the democrats from partici- 
pating in the writing of Bill, and 
they refused to place a tariff on jute, 
ante passed the Smoot-Hawley bill in 
the house under the gag rule, denying 
members the opportunity to offer 
amendments to it. In my speech op- 
posing the tariff bill, found in Volume 
‘1, Part 2, Page 1167 of the Con- 
gressional Record, among other things, 
I said: “The southern farmers urge a 
tariff on jute. I will not argue it, be- 
cause my distinguished colleague from 
Georgia, Mr. Cox, thoroughly covered 
the case. Ludlow & Company, of New 
England, the owners of two big jute 
mills in India, opposed it, with the 
result that Ludlow & Company win, 
and there is no tariff on jute.” In the 
same speech I advocated a tariff on 
wrapper tobacco, but again the re 
publicans refused to extend the tariff 
benefit to Georgia farmers. 
p All Tariffs. | 

When the tax bill to balance the 
budget was up it was not a tariff 
bill, and I opposed all tariffs being 
placed in it. Over my strenuous ob- 
jection a tariff was levied on oil and 
coal. Under these conditions, when 
Mr. Fulmer offered an amendment for 
a tariff on jute I could not support 
it in that bill under the then existing 
conditions. When the bill went to the 
senate, and the senate added other 
tariff items to it. I conferred with 
Honorable W. J, Vereen, and Honor- 
able Cason Caftaway, and advised 
them if the senate would add a tariff 
on jute when the bill went to confer- 
ence I would do what I could to have 
jt enacted into law. The senate re- 
fused to place a tariff on jute, so the 
ee | were impotent to act on it.

CANDIDATE NIX WARNS 2 
AGAINST. FACTIONALISM

‘THOMASVILLE, Ga. July 20.—| 


In a public address here that was 
broadcast over Station WQDX, Abit 
Nix, candidate for governor, pleaded 
for the co-operation of all classes in 
the ensuing primary, and asked for 
the abolition of all factionalism and 
class prejudiées in the selection of a 
chief executive. 2 

“If we are to emerge from the fi- 
nancial chaos in which the state finds 
itself,” the speaker warned, “we must 
select a leader that will represent the 


people. Petty differences must be for- 
gotten, prejudiced views and faction- 
nalism must not be tolerated. The gov- 
ernor of Georgia must be, if the state 
is to profit. just what the name im- 
plies, the chief executive of the pee 
ple of the state, untouched by cla 
prejudice or factionalism. When the 
governor of Georgia becomes the tool 
‘of class or faction the honor of that 
great office dies.” 

Of the agricultural situation, the 
speaker asserted that neither he nor 
any other candidate had any magic 
formula that could miraculously re- 
store prosperity to the farming in- 
terests of the state. 

He advocated practical experimen- 
tation that would evolve’a plan 
whereby the farmer, with the aid of 
all governmental machinery behind 
him, could find a profitable market 
for his products. The farmer, he said, 
slaving for the bare necessities of life, 
and the unemployed man with his back 
to the wall, realize this fact and will 
never again exchange his vote for po- 
litical catch words and empty prom- 


ises, 

Of the laborer in the industries of 
the state, 
as governor would oppose any legisla- 
tion embodying unfair discrimination 
against the laboring man. “I believe 
that the principle of the labor union 
has become established in our economic 
order, and I will always give fair and 
just consideration to its advocates,” 
he said. 

Mr. Nix asserted that by the use 
of the same methods of economy used 
in the conduct of a successful busi- 
ness, any good businessman could car- 
ry on the successful administration ‘of 
the state government. 

Stating that the common schools 
and the universities were interdepend- 
ent, Mr. Nix stated that neither of 
these two important divisions of the 
state educational system should be en- 
hanced at the expense of the other.

cases until Wriday. 

The Aubrey Smith case was not 
submitted to the grand jury. Solici- 
tor-General Baldwin ‘stating the evi- 
dence is insufficient to convict for 
murder. Inasmuch as Smith has 145 
yeats’ sentence ahead to serve’ it 
would be a useless waste of effort and 
expense to try and convict him. 

The grand jury also failed to return 
any bill against P. FE. Williams, for- 
mer superintendent of the Milledzee- 
ville water department, although the 
jury held exhaustive hearings. The 
grand jury recommendations deplored 
the use of heavy trucks on highways 
and bridges, particularly the Oconee 
river bridge and urged the sheriff and 
highway officials to vigorously prose- 
cute heavy trucks using the highways 
of this county in -exeess of-load limits, 
also recommended -representatives to 
sponsor bill strengthening the state 
law regulating use of trucks on high- 
wavs. 

The jury also commended School 
Superintendent P. N. Bivins and the 
board of education for their record. 
The school board has $2,000 on hand, 
is out of debt and all teachers are 
paid. The jury cited the record of 
Bivins as the best in the state and 
gave him a rising vote of thanks.

Savannahan Kills Himeelf 
in Garage With Carbon 
Monoxide Gas. 


SAVANNAH, Ga.. July 20.—()— 
Einar Storm Trosdal, steamship line 
operator, engaged in extensive ship- 
ping interests along the Atlantic and 
gulf seaboards, was found dead in an 
automobile in his garage Wednesday 
morning from effects of carbon mon- 
oxide gas. A rubber tube was found 
attached to the engine exhaust and 
ending inside the closed car. 

Police declared death was due to 
suicide, which “was confirmed by a 
statement of the coroner. Ill health 
was attributed as the impelling mo- 
tive, Mr. Trosdal having suffered se- 
verely from imsomnia for eight 
| months. 

Trosdal was considered the most 
prominent shipping executive in this 
section of the country. The United 
States shipping board awarded him 
| major contracts, whereby he took over 
| {ae operation of various United States 
shipping lines. He took over the Pal- 
| metto line and organized the first mail 
line out of south Atlantic ports, re- 
naming it’ the South Atlantic Mail 
Line. Only recently he took over 
operation of the Dixie U. K. line and 
Dixie Mediterranean line. He was a 
member of the shipping firm of Tros- 
dal. Plant and La Fonta. 

He had lived here since 1898. He 
had intenled entering the Norwegian 
navy, being born in Christiania (now 
Oslo), Norway. 

Entering business here in the naval 
stores trade he developed rapidly and 
became within a short time a com- 
manding figure in shipping circles, a 
position he steadily increased. 

He is survived by. his wife, daugh- 
ter of the late Dr. Montague Royd. of 
Savannah; a son, E, S. Trosdal Jr., 
and two daughters, Misses Beverly 
and Lucy Trosdal.

One mark of an expert player is the 
skill with which he is able, after a 
few plays, to determine the distribu- 
tion of the suits in the hands of his 
adversaries. To a novice this process 
Aa,. ars, perhaps, complicated, but 
actually it is very simple. oA eegrem | 
with the Opening lead, each play an 
each subsequent lead adds something 
to the information that is available 
for every player around the table. 
The good player and the expert make 
use of this knowledge trequently to 
the discomfort of their adversaries in 
making what would appear otherwise 
to be an impossible contract.
